Roots are best packed in 
heap with the tops outwards 
Where too many are grown 
for storing indoors they can 
be clamped in the garden. 

Choose dry spot, stack the 
roots in a heap covered with 
straw or bracken, and then 
case them over with soil 
Leave a wisp of straw at the 
top for ventilation. 

Onions ripen more quickly 
if the tops are bent over. As 
soon as the foliage turns yel- 
low, pull the onions and leave 
them on the ground for a few 
days, or, if the weather is wet, 
place them on a paved path- 
way to dry. 

Onions keep best if they are 
roped together and hung up 
in a dry cellar or shed. Thick- 
necked onions are no good for 
roping; use first. 

Continue to lift potatoes as 
the tops turn vellow. Where 
the potatoes have been at- 
tacked by blight, cut tops off 
first to prevent disease reach- 
ing the tubers. 

Potatoes need to be stored 
in a dark place. A shed or 
cellar is suitable for storing 
small quantittes, but they 
must be covered with straw or 
sacks to keep out light and 
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mobilised at the outbreak of war. 

After ten months he contracted 
pleurisy—due, he claims, to sleep- 
ing under wet canvas and “ rough- 
ing it" in other ways—and later 
was discharged from the Army 
with other lung trouble.

with a little salt. Place them in a 
large jar. sprinkling each layer with 
salt. Let them remain tor 3 days. 
stirring 3 times daily. At the end of 
that time cook them very gently 
either on the stove or in a cool oven. 
until the juice flows then strain the 
mushrooms through a clean cloth 
and drain well but do not saueeze 
them 

Pepiace the tiquor in the Jar. add 
allepice, ginger cayenne and mace, 
as stated above. Place the jar in a 
saucepan of boiling water and cook 
gently for about three hours. Strain 
through muslin When cold, pour 
into bottles, cork, and store.

Nazi weather experts are 
believed to have warned him 
that the Russian rains and 
winter conditions are likely 
to break somewhat earlier 
than usual and that this 
means that the battlefront— 
first near Leningrad, then in 
the centre and south—will 
become quagmires of mud 
and slush deep enough to bog 
all but armies specially 
trained and equipped for 
such fighting. 


The bulk of the Nazi forces is 
not so equipped, and in such 
conditions Hitler would find 
himself at a grave disadvan- 
tage. 

He is, therefore, throwing every- 
thing he has into this third attempt 
to break down Soviet resistance be- 
fore the weather swamps him, as 
it has always swamped all would- 
be invaders of Russia. 

He hopes that even if his losses 
exceed his most reckless estimates 
he will at least have secured cer- 
tain points which he can exploit 
sufficiently to hearten his own 
people to back him through an- 
other winter. 

At any cost he must somehow 
win a breathing space to rest his 
tired forces both on the fighting 
and factory fronts, and to re-group 
his decimated divisions. 

That, rather than the actual 
winning of Leningrad and the 
Dnieper basins, is his immediate 
concern. 

FANTASTIC CLAIMS 
At this stage it is necessary
